Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
SEcTION 1. (a) No department, agency, or instrumen- 
tality of the Federal Government shall enter into any con- 
tract for the performance of, nor make any grant, contribu- 
tion, or other expenditure of Federal funds for the conduct or 


support of, any form, manner, or type of research by any 


private person, or by any branch or agent of a State or local

government, until after the expiration of thirty days from the 
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date upon which a prospectus concerning such research is 
submitted to the committee or committees of the Senate and 


House of Representatives with jurisdiction over such depart- 


ment, agency, or instrumentality, or over the research pro- 


posed. 
(b) As used in subsection (a), the term— 
(1) “research” includes experimentation, observa- 


tion, data collection, tabulation, and correlation, study, 
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analysis, hypothesis or conclusion formulation, and ex-

(2) “prospectus” means a summary of a particular 
research proposed, prepared by, or with the approval 
of the department, agency, or instrumentality which

(B) a description of the plan of research; 

(C) objectives or purposes sought to be pro-
